MONTANA'S REPRESENTATIVES, 



Sander* and Pnwtn, Draw for Position », 
Which Resulted In Power*' Favor. 
The Day Passed la Dlioueslng Pension 

Legislation — Nothing Done In the 
Honao— The River and Harbor Bill 
Completed— Other Wnliliiston N.wi. 

Washinoton, April 18.— The senate 
spent most of the day discussing the 
joint resolutson for the appointment of 
thirty medical examiners for the pension 

office. 

Messrs. Sanders and Powers, the now 
senators from Montana, drew for posi- 
tions. Mr. Sanders drew the short term, 
expiring in I89b\ and Mr. Powers drew 
the long term, expiring in 1 S9">. Public 
building bills were then passed as fol- 
lows: Lynn, Mass.. (house bill) Slid, 000; 
Man-Held. ()., (senate bill) $10()JK)0; Tus- 
caloosa, Ala., (house bill) $40,000; Hot 
Springs Reservation, Ark., (senate bill) 
|50,000; Manknto, Minn., (senate bill) 
1150,000; Dallas, Tax., (senate hill) $-200,- 
0i '0. 

The senate passed the house joint res- 
olution requesting the secretary of war 
to cans, further report to be made as to 
the practicability and appro imate cost 
of tunneling me Detroit river and Iioumj 
bill lor the appointment and retirement 
of Jonn i . i romofll as major general in 
the I luted States army. 

The house lull for the transfer of the 
revenue cutter service to navy depart- 
ment mi called up, and, after some de- 
bale, laid aside, and the senate took up 
the bouse joint resolution for the ap- 
pointment of thirty medical examiners 
in the pension office regardless of civil 
service examination. 

Mr. Faulkner opposed that provision, 
arguing ihat the medical examiners now 
in the pension office had been appointed 
under civil service rules and there were 
now eligible* on the list who bad parsed 
the civil service enough to till these va- 
cancies and he moved to strike out that 
clause of the joint resolution. 

Mr. Cockrell charged that the object 
of the pending joint resolution was to 
break down and destroy the civil service 
law and system, and to do it indirectly 
and not in a bold and manly way. He 
charged that the commissioner of pen- 
sions was in open rebellion against the 
president, defying the president and 
trampling under his feet the civil ser- 
vice law and the rules approved and 
sanctioned by President Harmon, and 
we see the commissioner of pensions 
aided and abetted in the attempt by the 
Republican secretary of the inteiior. 
He went on to give a history of the law, 
and (pioted various Republican National 
platforms in regard to civil service. In 
the course of a long speech Mr. Cockrell 
read extracts from the open letter of Mr. 
Dorman li Eaton to Mr. Allison, and 
closed by calling for the ayes and nays 
on Mr. Faulkner's amendment. 

Mr. Hoar moved to amend the amend- 
ment by inserting the words "under reg- 
ulations to be prescribed by the presi- 
dent of the United States." 

Mr. Faulkner asked Mr. Hoar the dif- 
ference between the two proposed 
amendments. 

Mr. Hoar replied that his purpose was 
to accomplish the thing proposed by Mr. 
Faulkner, tor whose amendment he had 
voted. If the bill were passed, amended 
as he (Mr. Hoar) projxised, it would 
bring distinctly to the notice of the pres- 
ident these particular appointments, and 
would require from him a new exercise 
of discretion. It was said, on one side 
of the question, that the thirty medical 
examiners were to be appointed only for 
a brief service — for an emergency, and 
that was the reason why the general 
civil service rules should not apply. 

Mi. Faulkner criticised Mr. Hoar's 
amendment as simply accomplishing 
indirectly, what the bill attempted ,to do 
directly; and Mr. Hoar explained and 
defended it. 

Mr. I hunt) commented upon the "com- 
binatloB which seemed to exist between 
the Democratic party and the senator 
from Massachusetts," and proceeded to 
state the objects of the bill. Under it 
the president, he said, might require all 
the appointments to be made in accord- 
ance with civil service rules, or he could 
provide some other way of making 
them. The bill simply put the whole 
qu e sti o n of the appointments in the 
president's power. It did not seem to 
him as if the bill should have excited 
debate. The appointments were to be 
mere temporary ones. They could not 
last longer under the bill than the 1st of 
July next, unless some new provision 
was made. 

Mr. Hale expressed his conviction that 
the practical outcome of the bill, if 
passed as reported, would be that the 
president would say to the secretary of 
the interior that he desired the appoint- 
ment* to be made after civil service ex- 
amination and that that would end it. 

At the close of the discussion Mr. 
Hoar, at Mr. Faulkner's suggestion, 
modified his amendment so as to make 
it read that "the examination for the ap- 
pointment of these medical examiners 
should be under regulations prescribed 
by the president of the United States." 
The amendment was agreed to - yeas 38,

A Chin miii it it Compelled to Remain on 
the Niagara Bridge. 

Niaoaha Falls, Oat, April 13. — 
Three Chinamen, two of whom had at- 
tempted to cross the frontier with Mud 
Lee two weeks ago. the other a stranger, 
presented themselves for admission to 
Canada, having been hustled over to 
this side by United States officers. The 
two belonging to Mun Fee's party wan 
allowed admission, having Canadian 
customs certificates in their possession. 
The stranger not having the necessary 
document, and only $10 to pay the 
Canadian tax of $>0, was denied the 
privilege given to his two companions 
and was seal back to the American side 
and was there slopped, and the gales of 
tiie bridge closed on him.

SIMPLE, BUT VERY IMPRESSIVE. 



The Remain* Taken to Philadelphia, 
Where the Ceremonies Were ot an 
Unu.uaUy ISSfSSiag Nature While 
Not the Occa*lon of a Great Demon- 
stration. 

Washington, April 18.— The religious 
funeral ceremonies over the remains of 
the late Representative Randall took 
place in the Metropolitan Presbyterian 
church. CapitOi Hill, yesterday, ihey 
were simple, i ut solemn and deeply af- 
fecting. The o.iiciating clergyman was 
Rev. Dr. Milburu. chaplain of the house. 

The attendance comprised large num- 
bers of senators and representative's, the 
chief justice and daughters, Vice Presi- 
dent Morton and wife, Secretary and 
Mrs. Maine. Mrs. Harrison, accompa- 
nied by the president's private secretary, 
Mr. Ilalford: Mr. V\ anainitker, Speaker 
Peed, a deputation of about a hundred 
members of the I irand Army of the Re- 
public, and several hundred of Mr. Ran- 
dall's friends and neighbors. 

The prayer ami benediction were de- 
livered by Mr. Mil bum, and the funeral 
oration by Dr. Chester. Professor Mis- 
choir presided at the organ, and hymns 
and anthems w ere rendered by the Schu- 
bert quartet. 

The ceremonies were concluded about 
11 a. m. when the pro cession formed 
and moved to the Pennsylvania railroad 
station through the Capitol grounds and 
Pennsylvania avenue, which was lined 
with Sympathetic spectators.

Philadelphia, April ih.— The funeral 

of Hon. Samuel Jackson Handail, w hich 
took place yesterday afternoon, was one 
of the most silently imposing events wit- 
nessed in this city"in many a day. There 
was an alienee of all outward demon- 
stration, but a look at the faces of thou- 
sands who had gathered as witnesses of 
the last sad rites plainly showed that 
their feelings had sutfered a severe 
shock.

DISCHARG E OF CON DUCTORS. 

It Mity Lead to the Application of Home 
Law In Indiana. 

iKDUNAFOLtt, Ind., April 18.— Tha 
wholesale discharge of conductors by 
the Pennsylvania and Big Four roads Is 
leading to a great deal of comment in 
railroad circles, and a railroad man is 
authority for the statement that legal 
pr i ce. lings may be the result. The 
Pennsylvania, company has a number of 
detectives <>n Ra lines and the di.seharges 
are all the result of spotters' work. 

A Pennsylvania official Hays that it is 
disagreeable for the company to Stand in 
the position it does towards the public, 
but it is the most charitable one towards 
the discharged conductors. The latter 
to a man say that no reason was as- 
signed for their dischage, and as many 
of them stood by the company in times 
of strikes, they feel that their services 
have not been requited as they should. 

There is a strong probability that an 
elTort will be made to apply to the rail- 
roads in these cases the provisions of a 
law past by the last legislature. The 
act provide! that any ageut. person, 
company or corporation discharg- 
ing an employe must, on demand, 
furnish in writing a full an I complete 
statement of the causes for bis discharge, 

and, il they fail to do so. it will be 
unlawful for them to furnish any state- 
ment of tho cause of the 
discharge to any person or corporation, 
or in any way to blacklist or prevent 
such discharged persons from procuring 
employment elsewhere, under the pen- 
alty of a One of not more than (SOU nor 
less than $100. Some of the conductors 
claim that 1 he law has been violated in 
their cases, and they threaten to seek 
redress under it.

Before publication, the index shall he 
examined by three Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Governor, w ho shall re- 
ceive $100 each. It is to be printed by 
the Public Printer.

Tho Troublo at Pittsburg Be- 
coming Sarious. 



NO HOPE OF A COMPROMISE. 



All the M. i. Ready to Stop Work at ■ 
Momant'* Notice— Liable to Becomr 
Contaglou* and Extend Alt Over the 
United Stolen — Labor News From Other 



Pittsburg, April 18.— Nearly ever 
since the arrival of the officials of the 
National Federation of Railroad em- 
ployes in this city at an early hour yes- 
terday morning they have been in secret 
conference with the local official* and 
committeemen. But little information 
of any kind can be obtained from any 
source. 

Chairman llawley, of the Switchmen's 
Press committee, states that under no 
circumstances will the railroader* m at 
with the otlicials except through their 
organization, which must be recognized. 
Mr. Haw ley says that should the strike 
be ordered in this city, and he confi- 
dently expects that it will, within twelve 
hours it will become contagious throuKh- 
out the Unittd Slates, lie claims that 
they have assurance of support and are 
backed by the federation in every city. 

Interviews with ■witohmen at work 
in the several railroad yards disclose tne 
fact that tin y are fully prepared for the 
worst, and are almost a unit in the state- 
ment thit tney will cease work the mo- 
ment they receive the official order. 

The impression is gaining ground that 
the ollici.ils of the federation will make 
another ell"ort to secure recognition of 
their organization, and a conference 
with the railroad oilicials before order- 
ing a strike. The railroad officials have 
refused positively to recognize the fed- 
eration, and unless one side or the other 
recedes irom their pre— nt stand, a 
strike teems inevitable. 

A late report from the federation 
headquarters is that the strike may be 
ordered at any moment. 

At a meeting of the railroad officials 
late hist night it was unanimously 
agreed to ignore the list of grievances 
submitted by the committee of the Fed' 
erated Order ol Hail road Employ**, and 
to unite iu combatting the attempt of 
the Federation to be recognized. 

Quite a number of Strangers were in 
town yesterday, who admitted that they 
were railroad nu n and had been sent 
here, but for w hat purpose they de- 
clined to say. The local railroaders 
claim that the new men are here to take 
their places when the strike occurs. 

A meeting of the railroad employes 
and the grand otlicers of the National 
Federation was held in Allegheny < iiy 
last night, but no decisive action v>u> 
taken. 

Labor Trouble* In Boston. 

Boston, April 18.— Every labor man 
in Boston is dissatislie I with the re- 
sixnises made to the general stiine order 
issued by the Amalgamated Building 
Trades council. The dissension caused 

by the refusal of carpenters, bricklayers 

and granite cutters to assist in breaking 
the freestone cutlers' lockout is causing 
many representative lul>or men to be- 
lieve that unless their ranks be united 
the eight-hour movement is defeated for 
at least two years. 

The officials of several branches of the 
building trade societies have determined 

la call special meetings of their respec- 
tive organizations for the purpose of de- 
vising some plan that will enable the 
building trades to present! United front, 
make it po Bible to enforce eight hours, 
and break the freestone cutters' lockout. 
The carpenters will meet Friday night; 

the buildiug Labours and other branches' 

are to hold meetings immediately and 
Amalgamated Building Trades' council 
met last night for the above purpose, 
but it was secret and nothing is given 
out as to the proceedings. It seems 
pretty certain, however, that a general 
strike will not be ordered.

situation In Cli leagOi 

Chicaoo, April 18. — There is nothing 

new in the carpenters' strike situation. 
Little or no attempt is being made in 
any part of the city to do any work. 
The monotony of inaction on the part of 
the carpenters was received yesterday 
afternoon by a parade and demonstra- 
tion at I .ake Front park. About 3,'iU0 of 
the strikers gathered on Market street 
about 1 :80 in the afternoon and headed 
by bain I- of music marched to the lake 
front where they were addressed by 
prominent speakers. 

The strike among the workmen at ths 
North Side (Jus works proves to be not 
as formidable as was first reported. Only 
seven men quit, and the day force went 
to work this morning as usual. There 
is said to be no danger of a general 
strike. 

Eight Hundred Hands Out. 

Nashua, N. H., April 18.— The ex- 
pected strike of the employes of ths 
Jackson company's mills occurred yes- 
terday morning, the weavers, spinners 
and help all going out. The mills have 
been shut down, but for how long is not 
known. Eight hundred hands are out 
of emplovment. They will be paid off 
on Saturday. A demand for an increase 
in wages caused the trouble. 

Rattling the Trouble la New York. 

New Yohk, April 18 —Fourteen of 
the seventy employers have conceded to 
the demands of the knee pantmakers, 
and 200 out of the 1,000 strikers returned 
to work yesterday. Eighteen other em- 
ployers were clamoring for a settlement 
in the rooms of the committee, at 163 
Broadway j esu rdav. The strike, it is 
expected, will bo settled in a few days.
